At Tremendous Cost. 

The Von Hutier method is a prodi- 
gious invention, but it is .as costly in 
men and blood as it is impressive for 

. the force and speed. In the last week 
of March it was in a purely military 
sense properly employed, even though 
it failed because the objective could be 
saif@l to be of a more vital and decisive 
character. 

What vital objective is there in the 
present situation? The central part of 
thé German line has been pressed a 
litle farther in the last twenty-four 
hours in an obscure region of scat- 
tered hamlets, large farms, and deep, 
tortuous valleys. Midway between the, 
Aisne and the Marne it now comes 
down to the small market towns of 
Fere-en-Tardenois and. Ville-en-Tar- 
denois, thence running east and north-' 
east to the Vesle. 

Just outside Reims thé advarice is 
meeting ever increasing resistance, and 
‘by the time the first week is out it will 
perhaps be definitely arrested. But 
suppose that it goes much further and 
reaches the Marne valley, or even still 
further to the Montmirail valley? 

' Few Valuable Gains. 

"Ewo useful high roads, with some 
eduntry. towns, would be lost to us in 
these altogether unlikely contingencies, 
but°nothing vital would be lost. The 
Gérman army would be no nearer than 
it now is to winning the war. Or is 
it’to-be supposed that the great gen- 
eral staff has some lateral develop- 
ment of the campaign in mind? If 
so, in which direction? a 

Beyond Reims to the southeast lies 
Chalons, always a great French mili- 
tary center. in a year or so the Ger- 
mans might conceivably capture Cha- 
lons, but that woulé not give them 
the decision they need—Paris. 

‘Then if Paris be their objective, why 
was it not pursued at the end of March 
by the‘nearest-route? The Aisne val- 
ley route was blocked and still more 
hopelessly is it now blocked. — 
“Viewpoint of Soldiers. — 

This is the way the soldiers regard 
the outlook, and the laymen, too easily 
impressed by the changing lines on the 
sthall war maps, might do welk to con- 
sider a purely military scdle of values.

UNDERMINING POLICE MORALE, 
The attacks on Maj. Funkhouser should not be 
considered merely in relation to the man himself 
or to the position which he formerly held. How- 
ever important it may be to have a man of demon- 
strated ability and integrity in the office of second 
deputy superintendent of police, it is more impor- 
tant to maintain the morale of the police depart. 
ment as a whole. 
If men of dubious reputation retained in their 
positions and honest men are discharged it will not 
be surprising if the ultimate effect is highly demor- 
alizing. We suspect that no accusation impugning 
Maj. Funkhouser’s probity will be brought forward. 
On the contrary, it seems fairly certain that the 
attacks on Maj.

THE RIVER AND HARBOR BILL. 


{From the Providence Journal. } 
Senator Lenroot of Wisconsin has signalized his ap- 


pearance in the upper branch of congress by trying to 
reduce the appropriations in the river and harbor bill 
as it came from the house by $8,000,000. He failed, but 
there should be public satisfaction at this evidence of 
the new senator's disposition to challenge pork barre! 
appropriations. He may in time become such a cham- 
pion of thrift as to compensate the country for the 
loss of the valuable services of former Senator Burton 
of Ohio. 

This year’s river and harbor bill, to be sure, would 
be considered a modest one in peace times. It carries 
an aggregate appropriation of only some $20,000,000. 
Two or three millions are for maintenance charges, 
which may be conceded to be a necessary item. The 
larger part is for improvements, some of which are 
declared to be “ war emergencies.” But items aggre- 
gating $8,000,000 are all for the beginning of new 
work. Mr. Lenroot was manifestly justified in insist- 
ing that new work should be postponed for the time 
being and in trying to amend the bill accordingly. 

“Economy is not only & patriotic privilege, it is a 
duty,’ according to a recent manifesto of the Council 
of National Defense. The duty and privilege belong 
to congress as much as to the citizens of America to 
whom this admonition is directed.

This is Dr. James’ argument. Resist- 
ance to disease and nutrition of the tis- 
sues upon which vigor depends are due 
to the blood. The supply of blood to 
a part is regulated by the vasomotor 
apparatus—a set of delicately balanced 
nerves. If the skin is kept uniformly 
warm at all times this apparatus is not 
trained by use. If, on the other hand, 
a certain part of the body is chilled, 
the amount of blood contained is de- 
creased and when warmed it is flushed 
with blood. 

This alternation trains the vasomotor 
nerves, increases vigor and nutrition, 
and makes for resistance and strength. 
In the treatment of disease physicians’ 
maké use of the principle when they 
give hydrotherapy, douches, hot and cold 
baths, Turkish baths, when they use 
heliotherapy, Kneipp cures, and wet 
packs.

from varying atmospheric conditions. 

Now, James says, that women some- 
how or other have stumbled upon healthy 
clothing practices. They have fewer 
colds than men, everybody knows. Their 
pocket handkerchiefs are for ornament; 
those of men are built for substantial 
use. In a mixed audience the coughs 
which disturb the speaker come from 
men and are not pitched in the high 
female key.

Chicago, May 27.—[T¢é the Friend of 
the People. ]—My father was born in Hol- 
land and came to this country in 1910 
and took out his first papers in 1913. He 
died a few months later. Are his widow 
and children to be considered citizens of 

the United States? R. EB. H. 
The naturalization laws provide that when 
any alien who has declared his intention to 
become a citizen of the United States dies 
before he is actually naturalized the widow 
and oe children of such alien may, by 
with the other provisions of this 
act, be naturalized without making any decla- 
ration of intention. If a widow files aa 
application for citizenship based on her hus- 
band’s declaration of intention, the children 
who are under the age of 21 at the time she 
1s naturalized will be citizens through her 
naturalization, but if the children are past 
the age of 21 and were born in a foreign 
country it will be necessary for them to file 
petitions for naturalization in their own 
right, using their deceased father’s declaration 
of intention, provided they were under the 
age of 21 at the time of his death. If the 
widow or children were born in s country 
with which the United States is now at war, 
it will be impossible for them to complete 
their citizenship during the period of the war.

For he is 73 
years old, and has had a long, arduous 
fighting life.

But, no, this is his day’s schedule: 
He is called every morning at 3 o’clock, 
and begins his day with nearly three 
hours’ work in his study. He has 
breakfast at 6, and then always takes 
a half hour of physical exercise under 
the direction of a doctor. He is at 
the war office at 8, and spends the 
morning reading reports, seeing mem- 
bers of his cabinet or allied diploma- 
tists, or perhaps attends war commit- 
tee meetings. 

At half-past 12 he goes heme for a 
very simple lunch, and if he has time 
he takes a half hour's nap. Then it is 
back to the war office again, or mak- 
ing a speech in the chamber of depu- 
tles or some committee meeting. 

He has dinner served in his study 
usually, and that dinner is not often 
more than eggs in some form and a 
giass of water, and then he is in bed 
by 9 o'clock. 

—_- - 

That is his usual routine. But then 
there are trips to England, trips to the 
front, and during the last month, with 
the frequent bombardments and daily 
shelling, it has meant a continual visi- 
tation of Paris, for it is rarely more 
than an hour after the catastrophe 
before he is on the scene, whether it 
be the middle of the night or at full 
noon. 

This last week he has made at least 
four trips to the front, and hastened 
back to give his news to the chamber 
of deputies, as well as the war commit. 
tee. For in addition to having the 
civil affaires and state of mind to look 
after, M. Clemenceau, as minister of 
war, has afl the’ policies of the army

May 30.—(Spe- 
cial.J—With the country facing an- 
other coal shortage, prospectively as 
serious as that of last winter, Fuel 
Aéministrator Garfield is about to put 
in effect a consumption restriction pro- 
gram for the conservation of fuel to 
governmental agencies and industries 
empential to the conduct of the war. 

iA preference list is to be established 
under which bituminous coal will be 
distributed to consumers in the fol- 
lowing order of priority: 


1, Railroads. a 


2. Army and navy. 7

5. Retail dealers. 

6. Manufacturing plants on the pre-

7. Manufacturing plants not on the 
preferred list. 

Class Seven to Get What's Left. | 

The fuel administration has drawn 
up a complete list of all coal consum- 
ers, each one. of which is placed in 


one of these seven classes. Consumers; 


listed in the first six classes will be 
given all the coal they require. Con- 
sumers of the seventh class will be 
compelled to get along with the supply 
that remains after the needs of the 
other #ix classes are satisfied. They 
will be required to restrict their con- 
sumption in the aggregate to the ex- 
tent of the prospective shortage of | 
bituminous coal this yerr, which is 
now estimated at 60,000,000 tons. 
Manufacturing plants on the pre- 
ferred list include all war industries 
and many other plants whose operation 
is deemed essential to the conduct of, 
thé war. Concerns not on the pre- 
ferred list are deemed unessential, or 
at least less essential to the success- 
ful conduct of the war. Manufactur- 
ers of luxuries and even of many arti- 
cles hitherto regarded as necessities of 
life fall into this last classification. 
Mines Can’t Get Laborers. | 
Even with 100 per cent car distribu- 
tion the mines cannot produce all the 
coal meeded by the industries of the 
country this year, according to offi- 


@als of the fuel administration. The 


chief difficulty in production is the 
shortage of labor, due to miners being 
drafted into the military service, going 
mito other employment, or’ failing to 
Work steadily. The government em- 


,loyment service has been unable to 


provide sufficient labor for the mines. 
“The country might as wel! under- 


‘stand at the outset that there is not 


enough coal to go round,” said one offi- 
eial. | 

_A. W. Calloway, director of bitumi- 
nous coal distribution, estimated the 
production of soft coal in May would 
total approximately 50,000,000 tons, but 
he does not expect this average to be 
maintained throughout the year, and 
even if it were maintained there still 
would be a shortage of 50,000,000 tons. 

“There is every possible réason to 
hope that our production this year will 
be close to 590,000,000 tons, but we 
ecsnnot hope for any greater produc- 
tion this year, even though the rail- 
roads were able to perform miracles, as 
this figure represents practically the 
maximum limit of labor available-for 
coal mines, and even the 690,000,000 
tons may not be reached unless some 
plan is devised which will prevent a 
further draining of mine ‘labor ‘for 
other industries or for service abroad,” 
Mr. Calloway explained. 

Allotment of Anthracite. 

How little the nation can depend 
¥pon the anthracite industry to make 
good the shortage in the bituminous 
fields was indicated by Joseph B. Dick- 
son, chairman of the anthracite com- 
mittee, who pointed out that with the 
force of anthracite miners already re- 
duced from 177,000 to 145,000 a further 
reduction. is constanly taking place 
through army drafts and other causes. 

Twenty-four southern and far west- 
ern states will get no anthracite at all.

The addi- 
tional noncombatant personnel and ad- 
ditional supplies necessary to put into 
effect the proposed legislation are fac- 
tors to be considered.”

| WOMEN IN WARTIME 


Chicago women are feeling as they 
have not felt before their obligation 
to enlist for war service at home, and 
are Working so that the places left 
vacant by the men called in govern- 
Ment service may be filled and indus- 
tries proceed as rapidly as possible to 
win the war. 

“There is absolutely nothing else 
that matters now, but the winning of 
this war,” said Mrs. William §. Hef- 
feran of the courses of instruction de- 
partment of the worgan’s committee at 
a recent meeting. t sentiment is 
now being echoed by women every- 
where, and, more than that, is being 
backed up by solid achievement. Teach- 
ers who are soon to be released for 
what used to be their summer vaca- 
tions are enlisting for work on the 
farms, both as garden helpers and 
assistants to the busy farmers’ wives. 

Hundreds of young women who never 
before have lifted their slender fingers 
to any more serious work than the 
arranging of elaborate coiffures have 
pulled their hair straight back, jerked 
on some simple little caps minus trim- 
ming, and taken to driving automobiles 
for the government. Many have en- 
tered business colleges afid have fitted 
themselves to act as bookkeepers, 
clerks, stenographers, and statisticians 
for government work. 


_ Civil engineering is another war 
service which women have under. 
taken, and in the drafting departments 
of railroads are groups of girls still in 
their teens learning to plot sites for 
branch roads, designing railroad sta- 
tions, and carrying chains and transits 
with the best of the men.

City mar- 
keting is somewhat long range at the 
best, in most cases, although even in 
our largest great lakes cities some of 
the fish go straight from the boats at 
times to the retailers. Only great fish 
eating: communities get them thus, and 
these communities are not well to do. 
“Wisconsin Notes” in these con- 
servation notes reads: “The Counsel 
of Defense food board and the county 
food administrator at Milwaukee have 
brought in and sold to the workin 
people of Milwaukee nearly 600,000 
pounds of rough fish, at from 6 to 7 
cents a pound. Thousands of dollars 
worth of vegetables have been handled 
in ike manner.”

Up to a year ago a fisherman lived 
for years on the edge of one of the 
most select of residence regions in Chi- 
cago. A twelve story apartment build. 
ing now stands’ where his boats 
brought in almost every day, in favor- 
able weather, tubs of fish, which re- 
tail dealers from the Ghetto came with 
their small wagons to take away. 
These dealers got these fish for 5 
cents a pound or less, while people in 
that community paid 20 or 25 cents a 
pound at butcher shops, once a week,
